Murder at police headquarters here

The law forbids the police to 
search anyone taken to head~- 
quarters for questioning with.

The law was one of a series 
approved by Parliament in the 
past five years following com. 
plaints, that police were over-

Unlimited 


The old Fascist laws gave the 
police practicaly unlimited 
power, They could, for instance 
(an‘l did) subject a man or 
woman to a careful search If 
thoy happened to be In the 
vicinity of a fol, or at. their 
homes if a theft occurred next 
door, or at police headquarters 
ig they were accidentally near 
tho scene of one of the weekly 
police anu-vice raids. 

Up to about five years aKo, 
there were frequent allegations 
in court that police used “third 
degree” methods to “persuade” a 
suspected person to confess to a 
crime, And there was one scene 
sational cise in which a defen 
dant, alleged by the police to 
have made a full confession of 
a sex murder, wns found not 
guilty by the court, 

During the not infrequent 
riots, the police shock squads 
gent scores of innocent by- 
standers to hospital with their 
gpecding jeeps and short, 
wooden trunchcorts. 

But in the past few years, 
police methods hove become 
notably milder, During the 
periodical antl-+vice sweeps, 
checks are made to ensure 
1 mnst inrecent people being 
taken to prison for several 
ni, his, as used to happen Jn the 
cast, And In riots, the police, 
with oa few recent exceptions, 
are not as indiscriminate as io 
the past in use af 
trurcheons and submachine:

Says Prosecution 


The story of what was described by the 
Crown as a “ferocious attack” with a 


chopper 
ou‘lying 


ne farmer on his foki in an 
istrict in Ping 


Shan, New 


Territories, was told when Lee Kam-kiu,: 
43, appeared on trial for murder before 
Mr Justice Scholes in the Criminal’ 
Sessions this morning. _ 


The body of the deceased, 
Lee Hong, with 21 severe chop 
weunds on the head was found 
partially decomposed amonyst 
seme rocks on $he cen-shore = 
ofa village in 
Ping Shan. 

It ig the case for the Crown 
that sometime following 4 
quarrel over wages during 
which the deceased struck ac 
cused on the head with a stool, 
the necused sought out deera 
and then chopped him to death, 
striking him at random on, the 
head. 

The alleged attack was suld to 
have been seen by accused's 
step-son whom accused took 
along with hin that night in 
his quest for the deceased who 
lived Jn another part of the 
village. 


Prosecution 


Mr Desmond Mayne, Crown. 
Counsel, assisted by Div. Det. 
Inspector J. M. Gurney, is 
prosecuting. 

Accusedis defended by Mr 
Vv. L. J. D’Alton, ‘instructed by 
F. Zimmern and Company. 

A Jury of two men and five 
women has been empanelled. 

Mr Mayne told the Jury that 
in the early hours of August 1 
last, the body of the deccased 
way found lying amongst some 
rocks on the sen-shore on the 
outskirts of a village Kung Si 
Pah, in Ping Shan, which was 
one of the outlying districts in 
the New Territories. 

The body was found parilal- 
ly decomposed and had in all 
21 severe chop wounds on the 
head. In addition, there were 
10 ather wounds on the body 
and the Doctor who performed 
the post-mortem cxamination 
came to the conclusion that 
the cause of death was fracture 
of the skull and damage té the 
brain. 

Mr Mayne sald that it was 
¢lear that the ceceased met his 
death as o result of an unusually 
ferocious attack upon him with 
some sharp Instrument. 

Crown Counsel said. that, Lee 
Hong had worked intermittently 
for the accused and had worked 
for him up to within a day of 
meeting his death. 


A Farmer 


Accused was a farmer and 
lived with his ‘common law wife, 
n five-year-old daughter and a 
step-son, aged 14, in a house in 
the village. The boy was the 
son of the accused's. wife by a 
previous marriage. 

Mr Mayne said’ ihat sometime 
after the evening meal on July 
30, the uccused and the deceased 
had o quarrel relating to the 
wages which were duc by the 
accused to the decesset in 
respect of the deceased's em-

Accused gave the deceased a 
sum of $233 as wages but the

“Things became. very heated 
and the decensed picked up a 
stool and hit the accused on the 
head with it, causing him to 
bleed,” said Crown Counsel.
